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The picture on the cover of this year’s Annual Report 
shows a portion of the “Bicentennial Farm” in Walpole, one of 
only two such farms in Cheshire County. This Walpole farm is 
owned and operated by Robert and Peggy Graves, with the help 
of their son Peter, and their three daughters. It was probably 
before 1650 that John Graves came to Walpole, making him one 
of its first settlers. Eliphas, a descendent of his became the owner 
of the home farm shown on this cover in 1761. From this point 
on it went from father to son for a total of eight generations. 


This is primarily a dairy farm with a few side lines such as 
lumbering, etc., but all activities related to farming. At present 
there are 120 head of cattle including seven pairs of oxen and 
steers. 


Members of the Graves family have been active in town 
affairs, some of them have been Selectmen. 


It also seems true that the Graves men all through the years 
have had a great love for the land, the hills, the streams and the 
forests, all of which made life in the open possible.

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REPORT FROM THE HOOPER INSTITUTE 


"It is my wish that the public schools. . .be con- 
ducted in connection with the execution of my purpose, 
which is the establishment of a school for the teaching of 
the higher branches of organized knowledge; not a uni- 
versity for instruction in medicine, or law, or theology 
or engineering, in the technical sense, but a place where 
a college preparatory education may be obtained, and 
where agriculture, forestry, botany, the development and 
improvement of the soil, by planting and reaping, may be 
taught young men and women, and where right living and the 
enjoyment of clean and healthy diversions may be emphasiz-— 
ed."

The Hooper Institute's major project in 1976 has 
been the construction of a log leanto. Forestry and agri- 
culture students at Fall Mountain Regional High School 
worked with David Blair in designing a leanto; selecting a 
site for the leanto on the Hooper lot in Walpole; marking 
trees to be cut with John Ferguson, County Forester; cut— 
ting and moving the trees to roadside, where Pinnacle- 
view's truck picked them up and moved them to the high 
school! debarking and treating the logs; and, during the 
fall, building the leanto up as far as the rafters. Hap 
Campbell, Ted Baldwin and Albert Fletcher have been a 
tremendous help to us in this project. In the spring, 
we'll move the leanto back over to the Hooper lot and put 
PCat oL coos 


Most elementary classes in Walpole and North Walpole 
grew flower and vegetable sets inside during winter and 
early spring. Eleven Walpole classes planted early veget- 
ables in garden plots next to the Primary School; we harv- 
ested these by school's end, and in the fall picked pump- 
kins from our school pumpkin patch. 


Up at Hooper Hall, fifteen families took one or 
more plots each in the Community Gardens, and one family 
gardened in North Walpole. We had a successful second 
season. 


Shelley Osborne taught a Wool Project in each of the 
Walpole 5th and 6th grades for three months in the spring. 
The children worked with wool and other plant and animal 
fibers; they learned to spin, dye and weave these fibers. 
On field trips they visited two sheep farms to find out 
how sheep are raised -— they saw different breeds of sheep 
and a sheep shearing. The Hooper Institute raised outside 
money to help support Shelley's work. In the late rall, 
Shelley began teaching a six week weaving course for 
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junior high and high school students, meeting after school 
and in the evening at Hooper Hall on Thursdays. 


Hundreds of kids went out on Hooper snowshoes, led by 
myself, Pam Clace, Karen Putnam, Frances Perron and other 
parent volunteers. The Hooper Institute gave a winter 
workshop for teachers and volunteers, and their classes 
enjoyed winter botany and tracking activities. On March 
30, we ran an all day sugaring demonstration at the Wal- 
pole school. 


The Walpole fourth grade studied birds and weather 
with me from February through May, and on June 2 we took 
our annual Bird Walk with Mrs. Brainard at Hooper Hall. 
We held a special Woodcock Watch on an early spring even- 
ing a Spring Hawk Watch too. The Turkey Club went out 
weekly through the school year to explore Walpole on foot 
and snowshoe. Ted Walski led a Hooper Turkey Walk on Sat-— 
urday, March 13. And Steve Austin, an Antioch student, 
taught photography for several weeks in the Walpole Junior 
High and in the North Walpole grades 4 -— 6. Two other An- 
tioch students, Mary Higgins and Art Slotnick, helped in 
Many classes. 


The junior high in Walpole studied land use and 
soil’ in the spring, in class, on field trips, and in 
meetings with town officials and area experts. They clear- 
ed brush from the bank in back of the school as a practi- 
cal exercise in forest management. 


The summer program met two days a week for six weeks. 
People of all ages went out on our walks and visits to 
places of interest in the area. A group of 17 climbed Mo- 
nadnock this summer (and we weren't all spring chickens! ) 
On July 17, Les Greene took a small group up to Norwich, 
Vt. to learn rope climbing on a large rock face —- a very 
exciting day for us! 


Fall began, as always, with Hawk Watches in Walpole 
and North Walpole, during school and on weekends. The 
leanto kept me very busy at the High School. The 6th grade 
in Walpole studied trees: leaves, buds and twigs, bark 
and wood, and conifers. I prepared kits for these lessons 
which I have shared with teachers in a fall workshop, 
and have used in every class from K — 6 in the schools. 

In North Walpole, as part of a Farm and Nutrition Project, 
grades 4 — 6 have studied grains and grasses; taken a 
field trip to a slaughterhouse, a dairy and Chases Mill; 
and done some simple snack preparation. 


The Hooper Harvest Festival on November 6 drew fifty 


people to watch demonstrations of different forestry, ag- 
ricultural and craft activities - wool spinning, cider 
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pressing, splitting shingles, etc. - and to join a family 
contradance in the afternoon. 


It has been a busy and a growing year.

The library continues to grow and is more used and 
useful each year. Bridge Memorial Library circulated 
18,266 books, 915 magazines, 99 records and 101 films 
during the year. 


The Children's and Reading Room was carpeted, which 
means Bridge Memorial Library floors are now all carpeted. 
A set of colored stacking chairs was purchased for general 
use. At North Walpole an area rug was installed and also 
a reference book rack. 


This year donations included the largest memorial 
gift funds ever received by the library as well as a 
Walpole rocker given by the Lions Club and a large 
decorative plant from Mrs. Gertrude Podwin.

Timber Harvest 


The timber harvest in the Hooper Lot, east of No. 2 
fairway of the Hooper Golf Course, was completed in Feb- 
ruary under the supervision of Charles Philbrook. 


Receipt from Cersosimo Lumber Company totaled 
$11,415.46 for a scale volume of 187,155 board feet of 
stumpage. This was added to the Hooper Trust Fund. The 
area was restored and left in good condition. 


The Blanchflower Lumber Company of Alstead completed 
the harvest of hardwoods and softwoods from the Pinnacle 
lot where we had marked trees for cutting and $855.35 was 
received for the Forest Maintenance Fund. 


In mid-April the Commissioners with Robert Graves 
and Paul Galloway, walked the boundaries to evaluate the 
Nizer Twombly lot acquired by the town in September 1947 
by tax sale. This lot comprises 30 acres more or less and 
is an interesting woodland on Carpenter Hill, but does not 
contain valuable growing timber. 


Academy Ravine Project 


During May and early June, considerable work was re- 
quired on the Bellows-—Knapp Memorial Trail making this 
Suitable for dedication on June 16 at the opening of our 
bicentennial celebration. 


In addition to the expenditure of $1,088.07, report-— 
ed in 1975, the following payments were made from the 1975 
appropriation for this project:

lows and Margaret Porter. 


Treatment of Trees to Protect From Dutch Elm Disease 


A pressure applicator at a cost of $98.50 was pur- 
chased from the Elm Research Institute in Harrisville for 
use of property owners in the treating of their own elm 
trees. This equipment is stored at the R. N. Johnson Small 
Machine Division and will be available together with the 
approved chemical, Lignasan B.L.P., at a small fee plus 
the cost of the chemical. 


Mason Forest 


Weeding and thinning in the Mason Forest area west 
of the Route 12 highway, has been completed under the 
supervision of Commission member, Charles Philbrook. 
This was completed at a cost of $6,860.95 and was paid 
out of the Mason Fund. 


This work was done in accordance with good forestry 
Management for improved timber production, provision for 
nature trails and improved wildlife habitat. Hikers and 
nature lovers will find a number of interesting areas to 
explore and may enter at the northern end of the highway 
rest area. It is an interesting woodland, now easily as-— 
sessable for snowshoeing, skiing, hiking and bird watch- 
ing. 


Soil Survey Map 


New aerial photos were taken this Fall, but the soil 
conservation survey map for Walpole will not be complet- 
ed before 1978 because of the several towns which made 
earlier application.

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COMMITTEE REPORTS 


A committee of five men appointed by the Walpole 
Fire District Commissioners were Robert Graves, James 
Hogan, Charles Welch, Raymond Houghton and George Hurl- 
burt. 


This committee was charged by the commission with the 
following items: 


1. To study the feasibility of relocation of the 
Walpole Fire Department. 


2. To study the feasibility of redesigning the 
present location. To possibly acquire additional adjacent 
properties for use. 


3. To investigate all sources of possible funding, 
through expertise and advice of parties with such knowl- 
edge i.e. insurance service, underwriters, municipal 
service division, etc.) regarding location and monies. 


A meeting of the Building Study Committee was held 
at the fire station. Robert Graves was elected chairman, 
George Hurlburt clerk. Much discussion was held relative 
to the need of a new station or more room for the depart— 
ment, also federal money, and different locations. The 
clerk was instructed to write to the Insurance Services 
office in regard to a better location. 


The committee went to Winchester, N.H. to look at 
the new building they have just built with revenue sharing 
funds. They also stopped at Swanzey Center to look at 
their station, under the Town Hall. 


The committee met again and Charles Welch was absent 
because of illness. 


James Hogan talked about federal funds. It is too 
late to apply for funds at this time, but he thinks the 
Commissioners should be prepared to apply if more funds 
are available. 


George Hurlburt stated the reply from the Insurance 
Services office was negative. The present location is 
centrally located but if a new survey was requested they 
would do it to see if there is a better location for the 
station. 


It is the opinion of the committee due to the fact 
that there is no better location available or federal 
funds available that a new station not be built at this 
time. 
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Plans from Latham Builders for an addition to the 
present building were looked at and discussed. This addi- 
tion could be built on land presently owned by the dis- 
trict for $17,575, excluding lights and heat and connect- 
ing floor drain to present line. 


The committee recommends the Commissioners to look 
into the future availability of federal funds for the 
construction of an addition to the present building. 


If the need for an addition arises before these 
funds are available, other means of raising money would 
have to be used.

Possible Federal Assistance for a New Fire Station 
Report by James B. Hogan 

We are all aware that an act to increase employment 
and economic activity by municipal construction was 
passed by Congress last summer. The act was designed to 
be a shot-in-the-arm stimulant to the economy. The time 
frames were so short it limited consideration to projects 
for which preliminary work had been done. In my opinion 
this also tended to limit the possibilities to communities 
with staff planners. 


New Hampshire had between nine and ten million dol- 
lars allocated and about seventy million dollars of 
projects were submitted. Walpole had done some planning 
on a town garage so an application was prepared and sub- 
mitted. It was rejected for the first round because it 
was received on 12-3-76 and the deadline was 12-1-76. The 
consultant says the application was on time and he is 
appealing the rejection. There may be political action 
involved. 


This is an opinion only, but I believe this may be 
the type of action which the new administration will take. 
If the District agrees, it might be proper and profitable 
to plan for it. By planning I mean we would at least have 
a site in mind, and perhaps preliminary plans. 


The application for the highway garage was a specu- 
lative venture by the consulting firm. They must have 
cranked the risk into the applications they prepared. 
There is a lot of work in preparing such an application, 
but if we did it ourselves we would know what is in it.

SPECIAL REPORT ON FIRE APPARATUS 
WALPOLE FIRE DISTRICT 


(1) "FIRST-LINE EQUIPMENT" 

The Walpole Fire District has a current true value 
of about 40 million dollars and is growing at the rate of 
at least half a million a year. (See tabulations). It has 
been a proven and practical rule in top fire departments 
to carry a minimum of two "First-Line" heavy-duty 1000 
GPM Pumper engines to protect an area comparable to the 
size of Walpole. The study committee considers that our 
District has been absolutely right in its policy of carry- 
ing two heavy-duty units in service and has done so for 
over 17 years. The reasons for maintaining this doctrine 
are essentially as follows: 

1. A two-unit system means that in event of a mechan- 
ical failure, highway accident, or some other mishap, at 
least one unit will still get to the fire. 

2. Another key factor is the possibility of Two fires 
at one time. (This happened on 1-24-77.) 
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3. Our present system is vital when one unit is call- 
ed out of town on Mutual Aid. It is part tradition and 
part departmental pride that you always send your "best" 
to neighboring towns. Of course a Mutual Aid "Cover" unit 
will be automatically dispatched to our station as fast 
as possible, but this takes 15 minutes or more. If Walpole 
only owned one first-line engine, there would be a danger- 
ous gap in coverage. 

4. As is the case with any complicated wheeled ve- 
hicle, fire engines develop mechanical bugs from time to 
time, and there is always the chance a unit may be out of 
service for several days because of a garage or repair 
necessity. Again, in the case of a single unit force, this 
can be bad. 

5. Another factor in the two-unit doctrine is the 
ability to set a "relay" pump. We have many exposures 
located quite far from and often uphill from the nearest 
hydrant or pond. A middle-of-—the-line pumper is used to 
boost water and thus deliver the required pressure and 
volume to the fire ground. 

6. With the two unit system, Walpole's standard pro- 
cedure is for the first arriving unlit to wse 1 tsecank 
water and quick-lines to hold the fire in check and do 
rescue work; meanwhile the second engine is laying its 
hose and getting its big pump into business. 

(2) THE "20-YEAR RULE" 

Under long established underwriters regulations, all 
fire apparatus must stand up to the "20-Year Rule" and 
this is the determining factor in making sound plans for 
replacing fire-fighting vehicles. The ISO (Insurance 
Service Office) decrees that all "First-Line" equipment 
can only carry top underwriters papers and approval for 
20 years. At the end of this period the unit must undergo 
a very rigid, complete and stiff inspection and field test 
and then be re-rated downward because of advanced age. If 
it is not up to a very high standard, the unit will be 
penalized by a lowered rating. The town is then faced 
with the very stern decision about going the re-build 
route; it is possible, with good luck, to completely re- 
build a unit and get it back to almost new condition. 
However, a new underwriters test must be set up and there 
is always the distinct possibility that the result will 
not be satisfactory, in which case the department is sad- 
dled with an expensive outlay for a less than first-line 
engine. The study committee is strongly and unanimously 
against this route and advise against it. 

(3) FOUR-WHEEL DRIVE POLICY 

Over the years it has been in service, the FWD (4- 
wheel-drive, 35-M2) has proven the value of the extra 
traction and bad-weather capabilities. It was the origin- 
al intention and part of the long-range planning when 
the FWD was bought in 1959, that the District would al- 
ways be wise to have the extra advantage of four-wheel 
traction and off-road capability even though the initial 


70 


extra cost of this feature added appreciably to the total 
cost. 

In reviewing the past record of the FWD, the de- 
partment and this committee feel that the four-wheel 
drive feature is of very vital importance. It is our con- 
census of opinion that, of the two first-line units in 
our district, at least one should be so equipped. We do 
not, however, feel it is necessary to have both units 
with four-wheel drive. 

(4) "MINI-PUMPERS" 

We have studied the possibility of light-duty so- 
called "mini-pumpers" very carefully. These are small 
commercial or customized mid-sized engines with relative- 
ly small pumping capacity. As secondary units, they fill 
a special need. They also offer a considerable lesser 
initial cost, compared to the lowest "first-line" ma- 
chines. We have dismissed this possibility for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

1. They cost around $25,000.00 plus. 

2. They would not be a replacement of capabilities. 

3. Expected life is almost sure to be under 20 years 
because the frames and bodies are lighter metal and rust 
would be a headache. 

4. They would not carry anywhere near enough hose. 

5. They would not carry enough water. (We feel 500 
gallons is minimal). 


SUMMARY 

1. Economy: This committee has been guided in its 
thinking by facts as we have found them. We have seriously 
weighed the impact of added taxes in these inflated and 
costly times and have kept it firmly in mind in our study. 

2. Replacement Timing: Referring to the "20-year 
rule" and also to the ages of our present pumpers it will 
be seen that the oldest unit will be 20 years old ina 
very short time, and the next unit is almost 10. Logical- 
ly, one truck should, therefore, be considered for re- 
placement every 10 years on a continuous schedule, and 
unless a major expansion is required, a truck should be 
released from service and disposed of 

3. Morale: The Walpole Fire District has an enviable 
reputation for its capabilities. It is highly respected 
in its field for its efficiency and fine equipment. It 
has earned its position because of its active, dedicated, 
hard working personnel; its morale is top level and its 
training can match the best of volunteer companies any- 
where. 

4. Responsibility: Any fire department, whether paid 
or volunteer, tax or solicitation supported, has an obli- 
gation to the citizens it protects. This fact should be 
paramount when buying apparatus which will protect 
persons and property. A bargain-rate, ill-suited truck 
can be a waste of taxpayer money and if purchased for 
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other than fire-fighting utility can give a false sense of 
security. 


RECOMMENDATIONS : 

It is the recommendation of this committee that the 
Fire District start procedures to purchase a major Pump- 
ing Engine which would follow very closely the attached 
General Specification Guidelines. 

We suggest the following: 

To see if the District will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $60,000.00 for the purchase of a new 
truck. $15,000.00 to be raised at the 1977 Fire District 
meeting and the balance to be raised over the next two 
years, 1978 and 1979. The sale or trade of Engine One 
(FWD) is suggested during the late part of this period, 
and the revenue to be applied to the purchase of the 
new unit. We also suggest that a committee be formed to 
establish a good sound set of specifications in the first 
half of 1977, that the specs be then let out for bids in 
early fall, with a closing date of December, 1977, and 
a delivery in late, 1973 or early 197953

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REPORT OF BICENTENNIAL STEERING COMMITTEE 


The first event of the Walpole Bicentennial program 
was a beef barbecue, held August 17, 1975 at the site of 
the Goldsmith Tavern on Carpenter Hill. The barbecue, at- 
tended by approximately 550 people, commemorated an oc-— 
casion of local importance in the Revolutionary War per- 
iod. In mid-August 1777, a detachment of soldiers, ona 
march to Bennington, paused at the Goldsmith Tavern where 
a roast ox was provided for them. These men then partici- 
pated in the victorious Battle of Bennington, August 16, 
bal Be jo 


The second event, October 5, 1975 was a foliage tour 
of the area, including many points of historical interest 
on back roads. Transportation was donated by volunteers 
with four-wheel drive cars. 


A number of observances took place on June 25, 26 
and 27, 1976. On Friday, June 25, the Academy Ravine, de- 
veloped as a walk and recreation area by the Conservation 
Commission, was dedicated. Approximately 100 people watch- 
ed the ceremony, after which many of them walked the 
trail. The Cheshire Conservation District bestowed its 
1977 Conservation Award on our Commission for its fine 
work on this project. 


Also on June 25, Mr. John Riely of Yale University 
gave an address on the Walpole family from which the town 
took its name, speaking particularly about Sir Robert 
Walpole and his son, Horace. On the same evening, the Bi- 
centennial costume ball was held in the beautifully dec- 
orated Town Hall, which was filled to capacity. 


Saturday, June 26, designated "Old Home Day," was 
marked by a number of activities: a gala parade made up 
of nearly 100 entries, a walking tour of the town, horse 
and ox pulling contests, free rides on fire-fighting 
equipment, miscellaneous games, and, in the evening, 
street dancing and fireworks. The rides around the vil- 
lage on the hook and ladder truck of the fire department 
will long be remembered by the children of the community. 


On Sunday, June 27, the churches held Bicentennial 
services, after which refreshments and an opportunity for 
a social hour were offered in the Town Hall. 


The commemorative book, "Walpole '76," has been well 
received. Sales to date amount to 1,000 copies, and more 
are available. This book is acclaimed one of the best Bi- 
centennial publications in the state. 


The Bicentennial program involved expenses totaling 
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$18,000. At the outset, the Town of Walpole appropriated 
$1,000 to initiate the program, and a later grant of 
$1,000, one half from the state and the other half from 
Federal funds, was received. Receipts from all sources, 
including donations, covered the remainder of the ex- 
penses. At present, with all bills paid, a balance of 
$800 is left. It is hoped that a few other memorials of 
the past may be undertaken, such as placing markers at 
historical sites. 


The Steering Commiteee wishes to express its apprec-— 
iation to the numerous members of all the special commit-— 
tees for their tremendous effort and their generous coop- 
eration, which insured the success of the Walpole Bicen- 
tennial celebration.

The Monadnock Region Association was founded in 1934 
when representatives from twenty-four towns in Southwest- 
ern New Hampshire first met and formed the organization. 


The objectives of the Association today are much the 
same as they were in 1934. 


We believe in tourism and recreation for the resi- 
dents of the region and for the many visitors who enjoy 
coming here. The tourist industry in New Hampshire is a 
$450 million dollar business and over 32,000 New Hamp- 
shire people are employed in tourist related jobs. The 
Monadnock Region Association is the only association or 
group expressly charged by the State of New Hampshire 
with the responsibilities of recreation and tourism in 
the Monadnock Region. 


In 1976 the Association distributed over 120,000 
folders and brochures about the Monadnock Region to po- 
tential tourists and travelers to our area.

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REPORT OF THE WALPOLE PLANNING BOARD 


January 31, 1977 


The Walpole Planning Board has held 10 regular 
meetings and five special meetings or hearings since its 
election in March 1976. Regular meetings are held the 
second Tuesday of each month at the Walpole Town Hall. 


At the organizational meeting. G. Allen Holmes was 
elected Chairman, Kenneth Fredette, Secretary and at a 
later meeting, Edward Johnson was elected Vice-Chairman. 
James Hogan represents the Selectmen on the Board. 


All meetings are open to the public. A representative 
of the Board is also available to explain the duties and 
work of the Board to interested groups. 


A major portion of the work of the Planning Board 
involves actions taken on proposed sub-—divisions of land. 
All divisions of land, in a lot of record as filed with 
the Cheshire County Registrar of Deeds, requires Planning 
Board approval. Your Board attempts to assist subdividers 
to provide for orderly developments in the best interest 
of the town. 


Field trips are taken to physically inspect proposed 
major subdivisions. To date, a total of five field trips 
have been made by the Board in consideration of six de- 
velopments. A public hearing is required for each sub- 
division to inform the public and secure their opinions. 


At a special Town Meeting held December 22, 1976, 
voters acted favorably on a recommendation of the Plan- 
ning Board to re-—zone an area off Route 12 from Rural- 
Agricultural to Industrial. Two Public Hearings were held 
on this action in September and November. 


Prior to rezoning, the Board recommended to the 
Selectmen the acceptance of a new public road to serve 
this area based on detailed plans showing profile, loca- 
tion and construction details. 


Discussion has been held throughout the year in re- 
gard to developing a comprehensive Master Plan for the 
town. Important information for such a plan will be avail- 
able when the soils map for Walpole is completed. In the 
meantime, the Board has studied the definition of a Mas- 
ter Plan, its purposea, content and use as provided for 
by New Hampshire Statutes. A joint meeting was held with 
the Selectmen and the North Walpole Village Commissioners 
to secure input for future development within the town. 
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Two members of the Board attended a series of four 
meetings in Keene sponsored by the Southwestern Regional 
Planning Commission and the Soil Conservation Service in 
using soils maps in planning. 


Several members attended a series of Municipal Law 
Lectures in Marlborough on topics including planning and 
the Planning Board, subdivision and site plan review, ad- 
ministration of local controls and roads, and community 
development moratoriums. Each was given by an attorney 
knowledgeable in that field and provided much helpful 
background information to assist board members in their 
duties.

Article 1. To raise money for the support of the 
town poor, for the town library, for cemeteries, to build 
and repair highways and bridges, and for such other cur- 
rent expenses as may accrue.

To see if the town will authorize the 
Selectmen to administer and dispose of and deed any real 
estate acquired by the town by the Tax Collectors deed, 
after being advertised. Vote in the affirmative. 


To see if the town will vote to approp- 
riate $12,000.00 for a new dump truck, to be taken from 
Revenue Sharing Trust Fund. Voted in the affirmative. 


Boreere /-. LO see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to apply, negotiate and do all things nec- 
essary to obtain such Federal, State or other assistance 
as may he available for the design of, and construction 
of a public works garage. Motion for amendment made and 
Passed, that the present committee continue to work on 
project. 


Arcicle. 8. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $25,000.00 toward a new bridge at Mill Pond.

Article 9. To see if the town will vote to approp- 
riate $1,000.00 from the Revenue Sharing Trust Fund for 
the Bridge Memorial Library.

Voted to authorize the 
Selectmen to appoint a committee to meet with the New 
Hampshire Housing Commission, (article amended to read 
N.H. Housing Comm. instead of New England Non-Profit 
housing). 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to author- 
ize the Selectmen, until directed to the contrary at a 
subsequent Town Meeting, to apply, negotiate and do all 
other’ things” necessary to’ obtain such Federal, Grace, or 
other assistance as may be available for the design of, 
and construction of a sewerage disposal system, and to 
authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of 
Said assistance as outlined in N.H. R.S.A. 33:7-—b et seq., 
as amended, and pass any vote relating thereto. Voted. 


Article 13. To see if the town will yote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of $60,000.00 for the purpose of 
preparing plans and specifications on sewerage and sewage 
treatment facilities which are requirements contained in 
the Federal Water Pollution Control Act, as amenaed 
(33 U.S.C. Section 1251 et seq.) and will qualify the 
Town for Federal funds, such sum to be raised by the is- 
suance of Serial Bonds or Notes not to exceed $60,000.00 
under and in compliance with the provisions of the Munic-— 
ipal Finance Act (N.H. R.S.A. 33.1 et seq., as amended) 
and to authorize the Selectmen to issue and negotiate 
such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest 
thereon, and the issuance, negotiation, sale and delivery 
of such bonds or notes as shall be in the best interest of 
the Town of Walpole, N.H. and to allow the Selectmen to 
expend such monies as become available from the Federal 
Government under the Financial Assistance Program of the 
Construction Grants section of the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Act, as amended (33 U.S.C. Section 1251 et seq.)

To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $15,000.00 to improve Cold 
River Road. By Petition. Voted to raise and appropriate 
$15,000 to improve Cold River Road. 

Article 19. To transact any other legal business. 


The Moderator made a report on the program for the 
Bicentennial Parade, games and costume ball. 


Motion made and seconded to adjourn at 10:05 p.m.
